Profound astonishment: hag been caused by 
the disclosure that Lieutenant Tryon, tho officer 
of the Dorsetshire Regiment, who has been 
miesing sinee Jan, 3, had been found under 
the a:sumed ame of Prasor in the ranks of a 
aqnad of recruits drilling with the 2nd Battalion 
of the Seaforth Highlanders at Edinburgh 
Castle, Any doubt as to his identity was set ot 
rest by an official statement made by the colonel 
commanding, the battalion. This auuounce- 
ment, was in the following terms. :— 

“ Private Fraser, who enlisted into the Soa- 
forth Highlanders, quartered’ at Edioburgb, 
throw weeks ago, fis been identifi.d as Lieut, 
Tryon, who abseated himself without leave from 
his unit at Gosport. He is at present detained 
at Kdinburgh Castle.” 

With the exception of this information the 
utmoat. reticence was maintained in military 
circles, The lientenant wor Icdged under clone, 
guard in @ room in the officers’ quurters, It 
has: not transpired how thé identity was esta- 
Dlished, bot it is wodorstood that the suspicions 
of * Fraser's” comrades and his own admissions 
were confirmed on the arrival of the anxious 
father in Edinburgh.
